In item 2 on pages 2-3 of the above -identified Office action, 
claim 11 and dependent claims 12, 14, and 15 (as identified on 
the Office action summary) have been rejected as being obvious 
over DeLuca et al. f U.S. Patent No. 4,666,744 under 35 U.S,C. 
§ 103 (a) . 

It is appreciatively noted from item 3 on page 3 of the Office 
action, that claims 24-26 and 27-31 have been allowed. The 
Examiner has stated as the reason for indication of allowable 
subject matter that there is no teaching in the prior art of 
record to having the two insulating layers being chemically 
different. 

Accordingly, claim 11 has been amended to state that the *at 
least one upper insulating layer . . . being chemically 
different from said lower insulating layer." 

In view of the foregoing, it is believed to be clear that none 
of the references, whether taken alone or in any combination,

show or suggest the two insulating layers being chemically 
different. Since claim 11 is believed to be allowable, claims 
12, 14, and 15 which are dependent thereon, are believed to be 
allowable as well.
